Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-8 are allowed. 
20 5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 

directed a card comprising a magnifying lens. As indicated in previous Office Actions, the card 
comprising lens or LED are generally known in the art. However, the cited references, taken 
alone or in combinations, fail to suggest or teach that the card contains a magnifying lens in non-

interfering manner with other components of the card. It is also not anticipated or suggested that 
the lens can be Fresnel type lens set forth in the claims.
